EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Mr. Wells bas introduced in the 
Assembly a bill in relation to mining 
records. The second section says: 


„Each Mining Recorder in this 
State shall procure, keep and use a 
seal of office. Such seal shall have en- 
graved thereon the name of the min- 
ing district and the name of the county 
in which it is to be used,” etc. 


This is all very well so far as it goes 
Bat who is to pay for the seal! Dis. 
tricts are sometimes organized in far- 
off places where the expense of ob- 
taining a seal would absorb the entire 
capital of the camp. The pioneer 
prospecturs are nearly always poor 
men, who have to wrestle hard for 
bacon and beans, to whom the cost of 
a seal would be a bountiful grub-stake. 
Prospectors can regulate their own 
affairs better than any Legislature. If 
one does not choose to trust the booker 
of the local recorder he can, as many 
do now, transmit his mining notices 
to the county seat for record, 


Considerable stress has been laid on 
the fact that the present Legislature 
is to cost but $55,000. That is too 
much, says the Reveille. Where is the 
necessity of those 60 men staying 
there two moaths at $8 a day, to say 
nothing of the many attaches who are 
equally well paid? Could not all of 
the needed work be done in 30 days? 
All know that it could. We firmly 
believe that a law limiting the session 
to 80 days, fixing the compensation at 
$300, with no mileage nor stationery 
allowance—both of which are out- 
rages—would result in a better class 
of men being sent to Carson, and asa 
consequence better laws be enacted. 
Then only solid men, who have per- 
sonal interests in good government, 
could afford to be legislators, and the 
small-fry who now too frequently get 
on the z legislative ticket would not 
want the honor. 


The Chicago School Board contem- 
plates the abolition of the study of 
grammar by the younger pupils and 
the substitution of oral language les- 
sons. The teachers believe that rules 
of grammar are soon forgotten, and 
that in reading and writing correctly 
one seldom stops to think of technical- 
ities. Their idea is that children 
should first be taught to speak good 
Eoglish intuitively, leaving the rules 
for later years.

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EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
Republican Caucus on the Tariff 

Question to Decide Upon a Plan 

of Action. 

WasuHIneTon, Jan. 20. 

A caucus of the Republiean Rep- 
resentatives was held in the Chamber 
of the House this afternoon to decide 
upon aplan of action regarding the 
tariff. There were 130 Representatives 
present, and the proceedings were 
marked with an unanimity of spirit 
and action seldom known in a 
party conference. ‘For a week 
past the assertion has been made and 


repeated that the Republicans were 
divided as to the wisdom of adopting 
the bill proposed by the Ways and 
Means Committee, and that the Dem- 
ocratic free traders could avail them- 
selves of Republican dissentions to 
defeat the passage of the protection 
bill, The action of the caucus of to- 
day shows that this story was without 
foundation. It is no secret that a 
considerable number of Democrats are 
determined to oppose the bill. They 
will prevent, if possible, any revision 
that is not somewhat in accordance 
with their views. It is expected 
by Republicans that there will be 
a sufficient number of Democrats 
opposed to delay to join the minority 
in passing the bill. After the caucus 
was organized Kelly, Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, said he 
wished to direct the attention of the 
members to the tariff bill. As to 
schedules and classifications the Lill 
follows the Commission’s bill. Con- 
sidering the brief time allotted the 
Commission for its work, he regarded 
the bill as admirable. There were 
several inaccuracies in the bill which 
resulted from the haste with which it 
was prepared, Different schedules 
were allotted to various committees. 
Owing to the advance in science, art 
and manufactures since the present 
tariff was created, it was necessary to 
make a new classification and to re- 
arrange the schedules. 

McKinley said every Republican 
member of the Commission favored 
the bill and voted to report it to the 
House. Haskell of Kansas followed 
with along and effective speech in 
favor of the bill. He said that 
with one exception (pottery) the Com 
mission had reduced in the aggregate 
the rates ia every schedule. He esti- 
mated that the bill as reported reduced 
duties below present rates $25,000,000 
and these reductions were made on 
articles of prime necessity. Sugars 
had been reduced between $12,000,000 
and $15,000,000, and woolen goods, 
silks and metals about $5,000,000 each 
and other reductions of a sweeping 
character. He had made a cuvefa! 
examination of the present tariff and 
discovered that 2,000 changes hed 
been made in its provisions since its 
enactment by treaty. By rulings, de- 
cisions of courts, etc., the intention of 
the law bad been destroyed in many 
particulars, apparently in the interest 
of free trade, 


The Milwaukee Opera House Ex- 
plosion—An Unsafe Place.

The mistake 
was made by Farrington, and in the 
forenoon was noticed and bis atten- 
tion called to it. Farrington replied 
that it was all right. When he want- 
ed hydrogen all he need do was to 
turn on the oxygen cylinder. This he 
forgot to do.

A COWARDLY MURDER. 


James Coombs Kilise Jack Ross 
for Declining to Loan Him Some 
Money. 

[Special Dispatch to the Gazetrs } 

Carson Ciry, Jan. 20. 
James Coombs, better known as 

„Big Jim,” a well known sport, shot 

and killed at 2:30 this morning Jack 

Ross, one of the proprietors of the 

Opera House saloon, formerly kept by 

Thump Winston. Quite an excite- 

ment prevails throughout the city, 

especially among the sporting fratern- 
ity, from the fact that poor Jack was 
held in high esteem by all who knew 
him. It seems that Coomts had beep 
gambling and losing and called upon 

Ross for a loan, which was refused. 

Coombs then became angry and struck 

Ross on the shoulder with a rattan 


cane. He then drew his gun, and 
Ross grasped it. Coombs being the 
most powerful man of the two, 


wrenched the weapon from him and 
immediately fired ioto his right side. 
Ross fell. Coombs then put the muz- 
zie of his pistel to Ross's forehead, 
fired and completed his murderous 
work. Shortly after the shooting 
Coombs gave himself up, and was 
taken to the County Jail. A coroner's 
inquest will be held some time to-day, 
when the facts of the case will be 
brought to light.

TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Tue Sleepers the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Jump the Track 
and Fall Dowa an Embankment 
and Take Fire--Several Persons 
Burned to Death and Many In- 
jured. 
San Francisco, Jan. 20. 
It is reported that the southern ex- 
press which left here yesterday wae 
wrecked near Tehachipe, and that 
several were killed and injured. No 
particulars, 
San Francisco, Jan. 20. 

There being only one operator at 
Tehachipe station no press dispatches 
regarding the railroad accident are yet 
received, but the following is obtained 
at the office of the railroad company 
here: Shortly after midnight the 
overland express by the Southern Pa- 
cific, which left here at 9:20 4. M. 
yesterday, stopped near Tebachipe sta- 
tion to cut out an extra engine taken 
on at Sumuer to assist in pulling up 
the Tehachipe grade. While makiag 
the change, by some means yet un- 
known, the train got away and started 


back northward down the grade of 
120 feet to the mile. The train con- 
sisted of two engines, express, mail 
and baggage cars, two sleepers, one 
coach and a smoker. It went duwn 
grade at frightful speed for about four 
miles, when the hindermest sleeper 
jumped the track and went over the 
steep embankment carrying with it the 
other sleeper, mail, baggage and 
express cars, which were piled in a 
shattered heap and took fire and were 
consumed, The coach and smoker 
kept on down grade and were stopped 
without leaving the track about two 
miles further on. Allon board were 
uninjured, The scene following the 
wreck was terrible. A number of 
persons were jammed amid the ruins 
of the train and roasted to death be- 
fore the eyes ot those quite helpless 
to save them. At present it is impos- 
sible to give the loss of life accurately, 
but it is believed that from 12 to 15 
persons were killed or burned to 
death. The dead, so far as is known 
at the present time, are Mrs. John 
Cassell, wife of a well known mining 
man, burned; F. W. Pierson, express 
messenger; the porter of one of the 
sleepers, named Wright, was taken 
eut alive, but died soon after; Law- 
rence, porter of the other sleeper, 
burned. It is feared that the wife of 
Ex-Governor Downey, who with her 
husband was on the train, is among 
the dead. At 1050 a. u. seven bodies 
had been taken out, some burned 
beyond recognition. The following 
are reported injured: Mrs. Capt. J. K. 
Brown, Miss Ida Brown, L. Waterhouse, 
Mra. A. L. Waterhouse and two cbil- 
dren, John F. Cassell, ex-Governor 
Downey, maid of Mrs. Porter Ashe, 
James Woodall, F. W. Dougherty, 
Mrs. P. C. Hatch and Mrs. R. L. 
Hatch. It is a remarkable fact that 
the wounded are almost all only 
slightly injured. The following pas 
sengers are unhrrt: Porter Ashe and 
wife, H. A. Oliver, Miss E. Squires 
and T. J. Oliver. Many are missing, 
supposed to bave been buried in the 
wreck and consumed. Ashe and wite, 
who is a daughter of the late Judge 
E. B. Crocker, were on a wedding 
tour, and in the sleeper which first 
left the track, and their escape unin- 
jured is almost miraculous. A special 
train has been sent te the scene from 
Los Angeles with physicians and un- 
dertakers. The dead and wotnded 
will be taken to Los Angeles. In 
the meantime every possible attention 
is paid them on the ground. A 
wrecking train has arrived from Sum- 
ner. |

Assembly Joint Concurrent 
Resolution. 


Reasons Why the Government Should | *S° 


Not Grant Perpetual Patents. 


The following is the Assembly joint 
Roncurrent resolution, No. 7, intro- 
teed by Mr. Bell, relative to grant- 


ing Srpetual and unconditional pat- 
ents to M mineral lands of the United 
States. H.passed the House yester 


day by e votes g 32 to 3: 
3 Joint v>acurrent Resolution, 
0. 7 . 


The present system f granting per- 
petual and unconditiox patents to 
the- miueral lands of the Usited States 
seriously interferes with ag. retards 
the developemeat of our minetel re- 
sources and threatens with the gravest 
consequences the future mining in- 
dustry of the United States, and par- 
ticularly with the mining industry of 
the State of Nevada. ‘lherefore be it 
resolved by the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, that our Senators aud 
Representatives in Congress be re- 
quested and they are hereby instruct- 
ed to use all honorable means to se 
cure the enactment of a law requiring 
the expenditure of at least $100 on all 
mining claims Wereafter patented 
every year, and providing that a fail- 
ure to expend said amount shall work 
a forfeiture of title and subject the 
same to.relocatiun. Resolved, that 
His Excellency, the Governor, be re- 
quested to forward a copy of the fore- 
going resolution to each of our Sena. 
tors and Representatives in Congress. 

Mr. Bell, in advocating its adoption, 
spoke as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: Allow me to disabuse 
the minds of the members of this As-

When Congress passed the present 
law, approved May 10th, 1872, it met 
with the approval of all mining sec 
tions; no fault was found with it, but, 
on the contrary, our representatives 
had accomplished what had lony been 
earnestly desired. What the people 
sought was to dispose of mineral 
land, and transfer and give absolute 
title to purchasers of patents. It was 
claimed that it would give confidence 
to capital and thereby increase the 
property of the State. And what was 
the result? It was the patenting of 
thousands of claims by noa-residents, 
who then returoed to pleasanter homes, 
till when?—10, 20, 50 or 100 years, as 
long as the government stands, to 
benefit generations yet to be boro. 
When we sanctioned this law were we 
not mistaken? Has it increased our 
preperty? We believe no individual 
or party; but let us have the courage 
to admit our mistake, and retrace our 
steps; and the sooner we do this the 
better. When we look back on the 
23 years past, compare our former 
prosperity with the present dullness 
—our mills idle, our towns deserted 
and our le paupers— we ask our- 
selves why is it? What is the cause? 
They are mainly the low price of sil- 
ver and pateuted mines. 

I will not venture a guess as to the 
number of mines that have been 
patented, but they run up into the 
thousands. iluw many are being 
worked? Probably not fifty. As for 
the balance, the last work was done on 
them to enable the owners to obtain a 
patent. Mr. Speaker, it has been the 
opinion of statesmen for years that 
agricultural lands shouid be held for 
actual settlers; that it is against pub- 
lic policy to allow or encourage large 
tracts being held for speculation. Is 
it any less true of mineral lands? Has 
oot State after State adopted laws 

ing unimproved lands the same ae 
improved? And under our Constitu- 
tion we are barred from iaxing patent- 
ed mines, and by the vote of this 
House tabling Assembly joint resolu- 
tion relative to changiog Article X, 
section 1, of the Constitution, the 
House is opposed to the principle of 
taxing mines, and, if the old adage be 
true, that straws show which way the 
wind biows, before we adjourn the law 
will be repealed taxing the net pro- 
ceeds of mies. How long will it be 
betore all mineral lands will be pat- 
ented, aud nioc-tenths held 133 
residing in other States? hy are 
patents obtained.
